Hardin Co. 
crash claims 
2nd victim

A Hardin County automobile 
accident that killed local horse- 
man Tommy Vest, 29, of Murphy 
Fork, on Sunday, Aug. 30, has 
now claimed his mother, who 
was a passenger in the vehicle. 

Brenda Jo Vest, 62, of Murphy 
Fork, died at the University of 
Louisville Hospital on Sunday, 
Sept. 7, from head and spinal 
cord injuries sustained in the ac- 
cident that occurred on the Blue- 
grass Parkway near 
Elizabethtown. 

Tom Vest, father of Tommy 
Vest and husband of Brenda Vest, 
was also a passenger in the ve- 
hicle. He was released from the 
University of Louisville Hospi- 
tal over the weekend with verte- 
brae injuries. 

Authorities said the Vests 
were traveling east in a Dodge 
crew cab pickup truck when 
driver Tommy Vest lost control 
of the vehicle, crossed the center 
line and collided with a guard- 
rail. 

State Vehicle Enforcement of- 
ficials said that Tommy Vest may 
have fallen asleep prior to the 
crash, though a family member 
told The Courier last week that 
he may have had a heart attack 
as a result of a lifelong heart con- 
dition. 

The family was traveling back 
home from the 70th Annual Ten- 
nessee Walking Horse National 
Celebration in Shelbyville, 
Tenn., an event they attended

Upper Pleasant 
Run youth dies 
in ATV accident

County emergency services 
agencies responded to an ATV 
accident that fatally injured a lo- 
cal youth on Sunday, Sept. 7, in 
northern Morgan County. 

Hwy. 519 Fire Chief Drexel 
Patrick, who was among the first 
responders, said Austin Coffee, 
9, of Upper Pleasant Run Road, 
was likely spinning gravel while 
operating the ATV in a lot at his 
family’s residence when the ve- 
hicle flipped over on him. 

Patrick noted that he per- 
formed CPR after other youths at 
the scene discovered Coffee and 
rolled the ATV from the victim’s 
body. 

“Coffee did not respond to 
rescue efforts,” Patrick said. “He 
appeared to have internal inju- 
ries. The kids at the scene said

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Memorial bricks are 
planned for walkway; 
MSU sculptor signs on 

Thanks to the community, the 
Morgan County Woman’s Club 
will be able to produce a note- 
worthy project. During the an- 
nual ‘brainstorming’ meeting of 
the executive officers, it was de- 
cided to try placing a military 
female statue in the Kiwanis 
Park. An artist was interviewed 
for design, composition, and 
price. Other civic groups quickly 
came on board, and the idea was 
presented to the West Liberty 
Kiwanis Club with all voting yes 
to donate of land use. A member 
of the Kiwanis Club had a con- 
tact with an engraver in a neigh- 
boring county for memorial 



bricks. Then the contractor was 
solicited for ‘in-kind’ work plac- 
ing the bricks. 

An on-site meeting with 
Kiwanians resulted in plans for 
next year. Once the artist and the 
contractor exchanged ‘semper fi’ 
handshakes, all systems were go. 
Statue models were placed on the 
ground for pictures, the lot was 
stepped off for estimated mea- 
surements, and the amount of 
bricks was calculated for a num- 
ber of walkways. 

The Morehead State Univer- 
sity Professor of Art, Steven 
Tirone, has agreed to produce 
three life size bronze statues de- 
picting past, present, and future 
women in the military. Mr. 
Tirone, a Marine Corp veteran, 
produced a Marine statue for his 
hometown, New York City. His 



website is fieldofart.com . His 
work can also be seen in front of 
Ginger Hall on the MSU campus 
and in our own Morgan County 
High School. His work is being 
completed for minimal charge. A 
clay model of the proposed statue 
may be seen during the Sorghum 
Festival at the Morgan County 
Woman’s Club ham -n-biscuit 
booth. 

Tom Standafer of Standafer 
Builders of West Liberty has 
agreed to lend in-kind work — 
placing the brick walkways. Re- 
ferring to the above-mentioned 
Marine statue, he vowed that, 
“We aren’t going to be outdone 
by New York City.” 

The memorial bricks are to be 
purchased from the Magoffin 
Granite Company. These will be 
paver bricks with a possible three 
lines of information of name of 
veteran, years in service, or dates 
of service, or branch of service. 
Only one veteran’s name is to be 
on the brick, but they may be out- 
of-state veterans, living or de- 
ceased. Forms for brick pur- 
chases, and an example, will also 
be available at the booth. The 
cost of each brick will be $25.00. 
P The projected date for unveil- 
ing of the statue is Veteran’s Day 
in 2009.

focused on the teachings of the 
New Testament. Their creed pro- 
moted the “one faith, one God, 
one baptism, one brotherhood” 
philosophy, and was one of many 
Protestant movements during 
that time period that attempted to 
distance themselves from the in- 
fluence of the Anglican (Episco- 
pal) church. 

Smith came first to White Oak 
in 1832, where he helped orga- 
nize the White Oak Christian 
Church, moving on to Mize the 
following year. Disciples of 
Christ churches were also orga- 
nized in Salem, Daysboro and 
Hazel Green. Smith continued 
with his traveling ministry, reach- 
ing thousands through his evan- 
gelism, while Old Grassy contin-

Ollie McKinney’s 
Soft Molasses Cookies 

Ollie McKinney is 99 years 
young. She made these cookies 
for her church food booth, and 
they were always a big hit. She 
had a booth for 30 years, along 
with her daughter-in-law, 
Henrietta, and was always as- 
sisted by her son, Harold. The 
recipe is as follows: 

Ingredients: 1 c. brown sugar, 
1 c. molasses, 1 c. lard or Crisco, 
1 egg, 1 tsp. ginger, 1 tsp. cinna- 
mon, 1/2 c. hot water, 1 tbsp. 
soda, a pinch of salt, 5 c. flour. 

Instructions: Mix sugar and 
molasses and melt with lard or 
Crisco, 1 beaten egg, ginger, cin- 
namon, 1/2 c. hot water, soda and 
salt. Stir well. Add 5 c. flour. 
Make soft dough. Roll out and cut 
with cookie cutter. Bake in oven 
at 350 degrees. When cookies are 
cold, frost with favorite frosting. 
Yields three dozen. 

Lorene Trimble’s 
Sorghum Puffs 

Ingredients:Combine 4 c. 
sugar, 1/4 c. white syrup, 3/4 c. 
sorghum, 1/2 c. water, a pinch of 
salt. 

Instructions: Boil until it spins 
a thread or to hard ball stage on 
candy thermometer. Beat 3 egg 
whites until stiff. Pour boiling hot 
syrup over egg whites, beating 
constantly. Beat until stiff like 
bread dough. Drop with teaspoon 
on to wax paper. It will drop to 
make a sorghum puff.

Sorghum Stack Cake 

layer ingredients: 3/4 c. brown 
sugar, 3/4 c. shortening, 2 eggs, 
3/4 c. sorghum, 3 1/2 c. flour 
(sifted), 1 tsp. each of salt, cloves, 
cinnamon, ginger and nutmeg, 3/ 
4 c. buttermilk, 2 tsp. soda. 

layer instructions: Cream to- 
gether sugar and shortening. Add 
eggs; beat well. Stir in sorghum, 
sift flour with spices. Add to 
creamed mixture alternately with 
buttermilk into which soda has 
not been stirred. Use two cast- 
iron skillets for baking. Grease 
and sprinkle with flour; lightly 
warm skillets for baking. Dip two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of 
dough, which should be rather 
stiff (like drop cookie dough), 
onto center of each skillet. Wet 
hands in ice cold water and pat 
dough toward inward sides of the 
skillet. Make a very thin layer. 
Bake at 375 degrees for 10 to 15 
minutes. Turn out on a dry cloth 
when browned. Add a bit of oil 
to the warm skillet and repeat 
until all dough is used. Makes 
about 6 to 7 layers. 

Filling ingredients: 4 c. dried 
apples (about 2 pounds), 3 c. 
water, 2 c. sugar. 

Filling instructions: Simmer 
slowly until tender (many, many, 
many hours). When almost done, 
add 1/2 tsp. each of cinnamon, 
Allspice and cloves, cool. Put 
about a cup at a time in the 
blender and blend until smooth. 
Spread between layers of cake 
and stack.

An Independent 
Democrat 

His Party Left Joe Lieberman 



Genuine independence is a 
rare virtue in politics, and Joe 
Lieberman knew what he was 
risking by speaking for John 
McCain at the Republican con- 
vention on Tuesday. Majority 
Leader Harry Reid said he was 
“very disappointed,” which 
means look out. A Barack Obama 
aide, Robert Gibbs, told 
MSNBC, “I thought it was just 
too much to stomach . . . and then 
get up there in front of the Ameri- 
can people and just — no offense, 
just lie.” 

We don’t recall any untruths, 
but the idea that the Connecticut 
Senator is some kind of Brutus 
is itself false. For all intents and 
purposes, Democrats are the fel- 
lows who excommunicated Mr. 
Lieberman in 2006 — and for the 
sole reason that as a matter of 
policy and conscience he refused 
to recant on Iraq. The antiwar left 
was in full rage at the time, and 
Greenwich millionaire Ned 
Lamont chose to challenge Mr. 
Lieberman after the Senator 
dared to write an op-ed in this 
newspaper (The Wall Street Jour- 
nal) urging that the U.S. fight to 
victory. 

Mr. Lamont won the primary, 
and that’s fair enough. But rather 
than side with their former col- 
league, or at least stay neutral, 
nearly all of Mr. Lieberman’ s 
Senate Democratic friends then 
turned on him and endorsed Mr. 



Lamont. The list included Con- 
necticut colleague Chris Dodd, 
Hillary Clinton, Joe Biden — and 
Barack Obama. 

Mr. Lieberman was a loyal 
party man in all other areas, and 
he had been on the national 
Democratic ticket only six years 
before. He was purged because 
he was the rare national Demo- 
crat who declined to walk away 
from a war that he and most of 
his colleagues had voted for. Like 
Mr. MCain, Mr. Lieberman un- 
derstood the consequences for 
U.S. security if the Lamont 
Democrats forced a withdrawal 
from Iraq. 

He took that case to the vot- 
ers as an Independent in Novem- 
ber 2006, and to the dismay of 
the party elders was re- elected. 
He has remained a pariah among 
his party, to say nothing of the 
Internet fever swamps, even 
though his vote to organize the 
Senate gave Democrats their one- 
vote majority. A vindictive man 
would have voted with the Re- 
publicans. Yet, now the talk is 
that Democrats may strip Mr. 
Lieberman of his committee 
chairmanship if they add to their 
Senate majority next year. 

In endorsing Mr. McCain, Mr. 
Lieberman was being loyal not 
merely to a friend but to his own 
principles

Victory In Anbar 



Two years ago, on Sept. 11, 
2006, the Washington Post stirred 
an election-year uproar with this 
chilling dispatch: 

“The chief of intelligence for 
the Marine Corps in Iraq recently 
filed an unusual secret report 
concluding that the prospects for 
securing that country’s western 
Anbar province are dim and that 
there is almost nothing the U.S. 
military can do to improve the 
political and social situation 
there.” 

But there was something we 
could do: Pursue a different 
counterinsurgency strategy and 
commit more troops. And on 
Monday, U.S. forces formally 
handed control of a now largely 
peaceful Anbar to the Iraqi mili- 
tary. 

“We are in the last 10 yards 
of this terrible fight. The goal is 
very near,” said Major-General 
John Kelly, commander of U.S. 
forces in Anbar, in a ceremony 
with U.S., Iraqi and tribal offi- 
cials. Very few in the America 
media even noticed this remark- 
able victory. 

Yes, the stunning progress in 
Anbar owes a great deal to the 
Awakening Councils of Sunni 
tribesmen who broke with al 
Qaea terrorists and allied with 
U.S. forces. But those Sunni 
leaders would never have had the 
confidence to risk their lives in 
that way without knowing the 
U.S. was not going to cut and run. 
The U.S. committed some 4,000 
additional troops to Anbar as part 
of the 2007 “surge,” along with 
thousands more Iraqi troops. 

The world has since seen al 
Qaeda driven even from what the 
terrorists and many in the West- 
ern press had claimed were Sunni 
enclaves that welcomed terrorist 
help against the American “oc- 
cupation.” The result has been 
the most significant military and 
ideological defeat for al Qaeda 
since the Taliban was driven from 
Kabul in 2001. In danger of be- 
ing humiliated in Iraq in 2006, 
the U.S. has demonstrated that it 
has the national will to fight a 
longer war. The Sunni Arab 
world in particular has noticed - 



and is now showing new respect 
for Iraq’s Shiite government. 

For Iraqi politics, the Anbar 
handover is especially meaning- 
ful because the Shiite dominated 
Iraq military will not provide se- 
curity in a largely Sunni prov- 
ince. Anbar is the 11th of 18 
provinces that the coalition has 
turned over to Iraq control, but 
first Sunni province. The govern- 
ment of Nouri al-Maliki now has 
a further chance to show its abil- 
ity to represent the entire coun- 
try, the way it did when the Iraqi 
military routed Shiite militias in 
Basra and Sadr City in the spring. 

For U.S. politics, it is worth 
recalling that 2006 Washington 
Post story became part of a 
Beltway consensus that defeat in 
Iraq was inevitable. Democrats 
made withdrawal the center of 
their campaign to retake Con- 
gress, Republicans like Senator 
John Warner became media dar- 
lings Joyhn Warner became me- 
dia darlings for saying the war 
couldn’t be won, and the James 
Baker-Lee Hamilton Iraq Study 
group laid out a bi-partisan road 
to retreat. According to memos 
disclosed Sunday in the New 
York Times, even senior officials 
at the State Departmnet and Pen- 
tagon opposed the surge. Presi- 
dent bush, heeding Generals 
David Petraeus and Ray Odierno 
as well as John McCain, over- 
ruled the defeatists and ordered 
a renewed U.S. commitment to 
Iraq. 

The Anbar handover is above 
all a tribute to the hundreds of 
Americans who have fought and 
died in places like Fallujah, 
Ramadi and Hit over these last 
five years. Over the horizon of 
history, we tend to recall only the 
successes in previous wars at 
such places as Guadalcanal, 
Peleiu and the Chosin Reservoir. 
We forget that those wars and 
battles were also marked by ter- 
rible blunders and setbacks, both 
political and military. What mat- 
tered is that our troops, and our 
country, had the determination to 
fight an ultimate victory. So it is 
with the heroes of Anbar.

The Judge’s Comer

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

Many questions are being 
asked about Morgan County’s 
$16.2 million downtown Admin- 
istrative Office of the Courts 
(AOC) courthouse project, and 
why we do not use that money to 
build a jailhouse. 

First of all, anytime local gov- 
ernments receive funding for a 
certain project, that money can 
only be used for the intended 
project. For example, we cannot 
use water funds for roads, black- 
top funds for gravel, gravel funds 
for fire service, etc. 

Our current budget calls for a 
little over $400,000 in jail costs. 
While it is a drain on the county 
budget, building and running our 
own jail would cost twice the 
amount. Our current jailer, 
Jimmy Darrell Easterling, and his 
deputies are doing a great job 
working with our law judges to 
keep the jail costs down. 

It would probably cost us 
close to $1 million annually to 
operate our own jail, which 
means we would have to take an 
additional $600,000 out of our 
general fund every year - which 
we cannot afford to do. 

Remember, your local fiscal 
court has no control over who is 
arrested, how long they stay in 
jail or when their trial is. How- 
ever, we have to pay 100 percent 



of the jail bills as required by 
state law. 

This is not right, and we need 
to be heard at the state level. The 
County Judges’ Association has 
filed a lawsuit so that the state 
would pay for inmates who are 
arrested on state charges. 

Let me give you an example 
of jail inmate costs: 

A person from New York 
could be passing through Morgan 
County and get arrested on any 
charge, and Morgan Countians 
then pay for that person’s time in 
jail until their release or until they 
are sentenced by the state. Some- 
times it is as long as two years 
before someone is sentenced by 
the state. 

Ninety-nine percent of all ar- 
rests made by the Morgan 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
West Liberty Police Department 
and Kentucky State Police are on 
state charges. We, the citizens of 
Morgan County, should not have 
to pay for these costs. 

If you would like to discuss 
this subject with me, I will be 
happy to let you know how the 
system works and what flaws are 
in it.

Fate of cats 
trapped by 
city learned

Local veterinarian Dr. Bill 
Holbrook said cats that city offi- 
cials had removed from the 
Trimble Street alley behind City 
Hall last month were delivered 
into his personal care after ques- 
tions were raised last week about 
their whereabouts. 

A City Hall employee said in 
an Aug. 21 Courier story that the 
stray cats - which had inhabited 
the alley for several years - were 
to be trapped and transported to 
West Liberty Veterinary Clinic 
(WLVC) at Index, where they 
would be available for public 
adoption. 

An anonymous caller con- 
tacted The Courier last Thursday 
and divulged that a WLVC rep- 
resentative said the veterinary 
practice had not taken in any of 
the estimated 20-25 cats and their 
offspring. 

Dr. Holbrook, who visited 
with Courier staff members last 
Friday afternoon, explained that 
he is currently rehabilitating the 
younger cats without the clinic’s 
assistance and that the animals 
will be available for adoption. 
Most would make good “barn 
cats,” he said. 

“The cats were caught in live 
traps and brought to me,” Dr. 
Holbrook said. “I am neutering 
and vaccinating them. When they 
are ready, they will be available 
for adoption by anyone who 
might need a cat for their barn to 
catch mice and other vermin.” 

Dr. Holbrook noted that he 
euthanized some of the cats be- 
cause they were too wild to tame 
and some suffered from feline 
leukemia. 

“Some of the cats were very 
sick,” Dr. Holbrook said. “Feline 
leukemia works in cats the way 
AIDS does in humans. It destroys 
the immune system and leads to 
a slow and agonizing death. The 
sick cats were euthanized with 
humane euthanasia fluids.” 

The veterinarian said the sei- 
zure of the cats could have also 
prevented a large-scale rabies 
outbreak. 

The cats were trapped in the 
alley under an animal control or- 
dinance passed on May 27 pro- 
hibiting dogs and cats from run- 
ning at large in public streets, al- 
leys, highways or on the property 
of anyone other than the animals’ 
owners without rabies vaccina- 
tion tags.

James Cole). He was a salesman 
who left home one morning with 
$200 in his pocket and “was 
never heard from again.” 

Another story, “Demise of the 
Great Rubber Gun Battle,” de- 
scribes how children of the 1930s 
and 1940s made play- war on ri- 
val “armies.” The toy of choice 
was a wooden gun with a clothes- 
pin trigger; it fired rubber bands 
made by cutting sections of 
Model- A Ford inner tube. Lynn 
has captured this nostalgic bit of 
childhood in which, “At the end 
of the day, the soldiers trudged 
homeward, eager for a meal of 
soup beans and cornbread,” 
whereupon, after a night’s rest, 
they were “ready for another day 
of battle.” 

“School Dedication” relates 
not only how Morgan County 
was visited by “one of the most 
recognizable persons in the 
world,” Eleanor Roosevelt (who 
drove herself by car to dedicate 
the new high school), but it also 
tells of the behind-the-scenes role 
played by Opsie Evans, who was 
a cook at the Cole Hotel, and 
there served the First Lady coun- 
try ham, sweet potatoes and other 
dishes, along with cornbread. 
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ones.

However, I have 
heard this before, and, as he goes 
on to tell me, “You got me 
hooked on writing books!” 

I’m looking forward to more. 
Lynn is not only writing history, 
but making it as well.

Save $3,600 

Grandparents are known for 
their wisdom and advice. It is 
likely that you can go to your 
grandparents with a question and 
they will have an answer for you, 
given the experience that comes 
with age. Now is your chance to 
give your grandparents a bit of 
advice. 

Sept. 7 is National Grandpar- 
ents Day. This Grandparents Day, 
tell them about the Medicare pre- 
scription drug plan and about he 
extra hlep they maybe able to get 
through Social Security. You will 
be doing more than just giving 
them advice. You could be sav- 
ing them as much as $3,600 each 
per year. 

The high cost of prescription 
drugs can be a burden on people 
with limited income and re- 
sources. Extra help - available 
through Social Security - can pay 
part of their monthly premiums, 
annual deductibles and prescrip- 
tion co-payments. The extra help 
could be worth up to $3,600 per 
year. 

To figure out whether they are 
eligible, Social Security needs to 
know thier income and the value 
of their savings, investments and 
real estate (other than the home 
they live in). To qualify for the 
extra help, your grandparents 
must be receiving Medicare and 
have: 

• Income limited to $15,600 
for an individual or $21,000 for 
a married couple living together. 
Een if their annual income is 
higher, our grandparents still may 
be able to get some help with 
monthly premiums, annual 
deductibles and prescription co- 
payments. Some examples where 
income may be higher include if 
they or their spouse support other 
family members who live with 
them, have earnings from work, 
live in Alaska or Hawaii. 

• Resources limited to $ 1 1 ,990 
for an individual or $23,970 for 
a married couple living together. 
Resources include such things as 
bank accounts, stocks and bonds. 
We do not count their house and 
car as resources.

Goats may provide 
control for kudzu

Demand for goat meat is 
growing in the U.S., making goat 
raising more popular. And as 
some wonder if goat farming 
could provide a valuable source 
of income for families in need, 
some Kentuckians are using the 
animals to control undesirable 
plants such as kudzu, an invasive 
species that grows throughout the 
South. 

Goats seem to provide a cheap 
solution to combating the weed, 
which is hard to clear manually 
or with herbicides. While cattle 
will not feed on broadleaf plants, 
goats will, and get added benefits 
due to kudzu’ s high levels of pro- 
tein. Ray Bowman, executive di- 
rector of the Kentucky Sheep and 
Goat Development Office told 
Sean Bailey of The Times Tribune 
in Corbin, Ky., “They go out 
there, eat the stuff, process it, and 
turn it into meat. And all they 
leave behind is fertilizer.” 

Barry Arnette, who raises 
goats on Sharpe Farm near 
Rockholds, Ky., is working with 
researchers from the University 
of Kentucky to determine how 
effective goats can be in control- 
ling kudzu. “When the experi- 
ments are complete, Arnette and 
the UK team hope to come up 
with educational materials and 
‘hints’ for farmers looking to get 
rid of kudzu,” reports Bailey. 
Corbin is near the northern limit 
of kudzu’s range, so Bailey 
writes, “If you don’t know what 
kudzu is, you’ve seen it and not 
even known it. ... It will grow just 
about anywhere — sometimes 
even engulfing dilapidated sheds, 
fences and even towering trees.”

Groups fear impact of 
adventure tourism in Ky.

Sportsmen and environmen- 
talists don’t always see eye to 
eye, but their leading groups in 
Kentucky both question plans for 
expanding adventure tourism in 
the state. 

Lt. Gov. Daniel Mongiardo is 
trying to develop a state-wide 
adventure tourism infrastructure 
that would include a trail across 
the state for activities such as 
horses, ATVs, hiking and moun- 
tain biking. Earlier this month, 
Mongiardo gave assurances that 
the plan would not affect sensi- 



tive natural areas, but organiza- 
tions such as the League of Ken- 
tucky Sportsmen and Sierra Club 
worry that the trail would cross 
wildlife management areas and 
nature preserves. 

In the Lexington Herald- 
Leader, reporter Andy Mead 
cited the new director of adven- 
ture tourism for Kentucky as de- 
clining to rule out the possibility 
that these areas could see later 
development, saying that trails 
would not be created in these ar- 
eas that he could foresee. 

Mongiardo argues that the in- 



frastructure will help regulate trail 
usage. Mead writes that the lieu- 
tenant governor “spoke of a per- 
mitting and licensing system that 
would collect money from ATV 
riders and perhaps other trail us- 
ers. The money would be used to 
build and maintain trails, and to 
pay for extra employees for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources, which would 
enforce rules on the trails.”

Buy-in waiver 
deadline is Sept. 
16 for producers 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 5 - 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
State Executive Director Jeffery 
Hall reminds producers of the 
deadline for those who want to 
ensure eligibility for crop yield 
losses under the new Supplemen- 
tal Revenue Assistance Program 
(SURE), Livestock Forage Di- 
saster Program (LFP), Tree As- 
sistance Program (TAP), and 
Emergency Assistance Live- 
stock, Honeybees and Farm- 
Raised Fish Program (ELAP). 
September 16 is the last day to 
pay the “buy-in” fee for crops, 
including grazing lands, that are 
not fully covered by crop insur- 
ance or the noninsured crop di- 
saster assistance program (NAP). 

The 2008 Farm Bill requires 
producers who wish to participate 
in disaster programs to have crop 
insurance or NAP coverage for 
the land for which assistance is 
being requested, and for all farms 
in all counties in which they have 
an interest. Since the new farm 
bill was enacted after the insur- 
ance application periods had 
closed for crops, including graz- 
ing lands, producers who did not 
have such coverage could not 
comply with this requirement in 
order to be eligible for the new 
disaster program. The buy-in 
only effects eligibility for the 
2008 disaster program. The pay- 
ment of the appropriate buy-in 
fee does not afford the producer 
actual crop insurance or NAP 
coverage. 

Those who miss the Sept. 16 
deadline will not be eligible for 
2008 supplemental disaster assis- 
tance programs. Contact your lo- 
cal USDA Farm Service Center 
for additional information on Di- 
saster Assistance Programs.

Loreka Sue Ratliff Fullen had 
won many victories in her life- 
time in the field of Special Edu- 
cation but the 59-year-old retired 
educator and wife of former 
Mate wan, West Virginia Mayor 
John W. Fullen lost a two-year 
battle with leukemia Wednesday, 
Aug. 27, 2008. 

Her affliction was in remis- 
sion for 18 months and she had 
even been considering an offer of 
a computer position which would 
have had her traveling exten- 
sively in the United States with 



regard to Special and Regular 
Education. 

With her husband at her side, 
Sue departed from an earthly ex- 
istence but with a belief in eter- 
nal life offered her as a Christian. 
Death came in the Ohio State 
University Medical Center, in 
Columbus, Ohio. 

Fullen spoke feelingly of his 
wife’s desire for baptism, al- 
though she had been a Presbyte- 
rian for most of her life. “She had 
this conviction that she should be 
baptised and talked with one of 
her brothers in Lexington, Ky.” 
he said. “She had been taking 
medical treatment at Logan Gen- 
eral Hospital recently and, after- 
wards, I drove her to Lexington 
where the minister of Southland 
Christian Church, her brothers 
and a large congregation waited 
at the church. 

“We reached Lexington about 
7:30 p.m. and my wife, Sue 
Ratliff Fullen, realized her wish- 
- she was baptized at the church,” 
he recalled. “She knew she had 
lived a good life and was a Chris- 
tian, but there was something 
missing. Her baptism removed 
her concerns and she died with 
joy in her heart.” 

She was born September 25, 
1948, at Mt. Sterling, Kentucky, 



a daughter of Mary Lou McGuire 
Ratliff, of Lexington, Ky., for- 
merly of Ezel, and the late Edison 
Ratliff. 

Sue graduated from Ezel High 
School in 1966. She graduated 
from Pikeville College with de- 
gree. On to Morehead State for 
her Masters. She also had other 
degrees from Marshall Univer- 
sity, Huntington, West Virginia. 

The marriage of Sue and 
Fullen took place in 1977 in 
Nassau. The Bahamas, and the 
couple returned there 25 years 
later as they renewed their mari- 
tal vows. 

The well-educated Sue 
(Ratliff) Fullen was a business 
teacher in Baltimore, Ohio, for 1 1 
years prior to migrating to Mingo 
County with her husband. He 
later became mayor of Matewan, 
West Virginia from 1984 to 1998 
(14 years), and then spent four 
years as a member of the Mingo 
County Board of Education, 
which he served two years as 
president. He is currently in- 
volved in Human Relations as an 
employee of Universal Coal in 
the Pigeon Creek area of this 
county. 

Sue held various positions in 
Mingo County schools. She be- 
gan as a Gifted Education teacher 
in the Matewan area on Sept. 1, 
1982, moving to the Special Edu- 
cation office of the board of edu- 
cation in 1989. She served as a 
Secondary Curriculum director 
for some years, retiring as Spe- 
cial Education director on Sept. 
5, 2007. 

“She really loved Special Edu- 
cation,” said Fullen. “The high- 
light of her career was when kids 
would return to her (and a lot of 
them did), and told her what an 
influence she had been on their 
lives. There were several teach- 
ers, a doctor, a lawyer and others 
working different jobs with great 
success, all because of Sue, the 
teacher who cared about their 
welfare.” 

Most recently, he said, Sue 
received a card from a 
Williamson woman, Wilma Jean 
Martin, her daughter and grand- 
daughter, telling Sue how much 
she had meant in her daughter’s 
career. “This recognition meant 
so much to her.” 

While teaching in the Gifted 
Education program, Sue would 
take her students to New York 
and other states to participate in 
various events. “She and her stu- 
dents got word at Matewan High 
School and saw photos of starv- 
ing kids in Africa. They got busy 
and raised money to help the 
needy children, contacting Rep. 
Nick J. Rahall (D-W.Va.), who 
came down to accept a check for 
the money raised and to see that 
it reached those in need. Those 
kids who raised the money named 
themselves ‘The Kids That 



Care.’” Fullen said his wife trea- 
sured a jewelry box that some of 
her students had given her, keep- 
ing the box on her dresser in the 
bedroom. 

She belonged to the county, 
state and national education as- 
sociations; served on a lot of 
committees through the years, 
and attended numerous seminars. 
She had not planned to retire un- 
til later this year, but her disease 
dictated earlier retirement. She 
also worked with committees on 
historical recognition for her 
town, and was active in other en- 
deavors. 

Surviving are her husband of 
31 years; her mother, Mary Lou 
Ratliff, of Lexington, and two 
brothers, Darrell and Frank 
Ratliff, both of Lexington. 

In addition to her father, Sue 
was preceded in death by a sis- 
ter, Donna Ratliff. 

Funeral services were con- 
ducted at 1 p.m. Saturday, Aug. 
30, at Chambers Funeral Home, 
in Matewan, West Virginia. Fi- 
nal resting place was Mountain 
View Memory Gardens, at 
Matewan, West Virginia.

Offensive woes plague Cougars

Morgan County coach Jake 
Purnell had high hopes for the 
first two weeks of the high school 
football season. Obviously, a 47- 
point loss to Rowan County and 
a 43 -point blowout at the hands 
of Powell County was not part of 
the plan. 

“As bad as we played against 
Rowan, we played even worse at 
Powell County,” said Purnell 
Monday. “Powell is not even 
close to being as good as Rowan 
County. It’s so disappointing be- 
cause we played down to their 
level.” 

Morgan struggled miserably 
in the first half — finishing with 
a negative 35 yards of total of- 
fense.

She is a certi- 
fied Master Gardener, serves on 
the county’s Extension Council, 
and is a member of several local 
education organizations. 

On Sept. 3, Rose attended a 
training session for the liaisons 
hired through the PRIDE Envi- 
ronmental Education Outreach 
Program. The program increases 
children’s environmental knowl- 



edge by providing lessons tied to 
Kentucky Core Content and in- 
volving students in cleanup ac- 
tivities. The liaisons take the pro- 
gram to 3rd through 5th grade 
classes, with an emphasis on 4th- 
graders who are tested on science 
in the state’s annual CATS test- 
ing. 

The program is available to 
the 38 counties served by PRIDE, 
but local leaders must pay a fee, 
based on student population, to 
enroll their schools. In Morgan 
County, the fiscal court paid the 
$5,000 fee for the upcoming 
school year. 

Eastern Kentucky PRIDE is a 
nonprofit organization that pro- 
motes “Personal Responsibility 
In a Desirable Environment” in 
southern and eastern Kentucky. 
PRIDE works with communities 
to improve water quality, clean 
up solid waste problems and in- 
crease environmental awareness. 
PRIDE was founded in 1997 by 
Congressman Hal Rogers (KY-5) 
and James Bickford, former Ken- 
tucky Secretary of Environmen- 
tal Protection.

More than 1,000 Kentucky 
food producers have completed 
training for best practices for 
growing, transporting and han- 
dling produce to minimize risk of 
food contamination, a Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture report 
says. 

More than 710 farmers’ mar- 
ket vendors also have completed 
training for a state protocol to of- 
fer samples at farmers’ markets, 
according to the 2008 Annual 
Farmers’ Market Report. 

“Kentucky producers are dedi- 
cated to providing clean, whole- 
some food,” Agriculture Com- 
missioner Richie Farmer said. 
“This tremendous level of partici- 
pation in these food safety train- 
ing programs should ensure farm- 
ers’ market customers that they 
can serve Kentucky Proud foods 
to their families with confidence.” 

The Good Agricultural Prac- 
tices program was launched last 
year by the agriculture depart- 
ment, the state Department for 
public Health and the University 
of Kentucky College of Agricul- 
ture. The sampling protocol was 
developed through a partnership 
of the KDA and DPH. 

The farmers’ market report 
said vendors recorded estimated 
sales of $8 million in 2007 in spite 
of a late freeze and severe 
drought. The number of markets 
in Kentucky has increased from 
96 in 204 to 120 in 2008, the re- 
port said, but the number of ven- 
dors declined from 2,015 in 2007 
to 1,951 this year. 

The report said few Kentucky 
farmers’ markets are set up to ac- 
cept credit/debit and EBT (food 
stamp) cards. The Kentucky 
Farmers’ Market Association has 
been awarded a $63,010 grant
